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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant has amended claims 1-2, 8-10, to remove the means plus function, which changes the scope of the 
invention. Claims 4-7 have also been amended to more specifically point out the claimed invention; for instance, claim 4 now recites 
"receiving at an access network separate ciphering parameters from at least a first core network and a second network of a plurality of 
core networks" instead of "communicating separate ciphering parameters from at least two of the plurality of core networks". The claims 
as amended raise new issues that would require further search and/or consideration. Applicant argues that claim 4 as amended is 
patentable over the prior art because Favichia et al does not disclose the communication of separate ciphering parameters to an access 
network from at least two core networks. Examiner respectfully disagrees because Favichia et al discloses a network node comprising a 
receiver, a selector and a database that meets the recitation of access network for receiving ciphering parameters from two separate first 
and second network nodes (see claims 11-16 and column 2, lines 59-67). Both first and second network nodes communicate their 
protocols to the access network (network node). Therefore, for at least the reasons mentioned above, the request for reconsideration has 
been considered but does not place the application in condition for allowance. 
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
